Limit the Time for proceeding to Elections in 
Counties and Boroughs in Ireland. 

W HEREAS by the Fifth Section of the Act of the First Preamble. 

George the Fourth, Chapter Eleven, it is provided that 1G-.4. c. li. 
immediately after the Receipt of the Writ for making an ' S ‘ 

Election for any County in Ireland, the Sheriff of such County 
5 shall endorse thereon the Date of receiving the same ; and that such 
Sheriff shall, within Two Days after the Receipt of such Writ, 
cause Proclamation of the Time and Place of holding such Election 
to be made at the Place where the ensuing Election ought by Law to 
be holden, between the Hours of Ten of the Clock of the Forenoon 
10 and Two of the Clock in the Afternoon ; and that the said Sheriff 
on the same Day shall cause to be affixed on the Doors of the County 
Court House Public Notice, signed by himself, of a Special County 
Court to be there holden, for the Purpose of such Election only, and 
which shall be holden oh some Day (Sunday, Christmas Day, and 
15 Good Friday excepted) not later from the Day of making such 
Proclamation and affixing such Notice than the Sixteenth Day, nor 
sooner than the Tenth Day : And whereas it is expedient to limit 
the Time for proceeding to such Elections : Be it therefore enacted

such Writs, shall be and the same are hereby authorized to be 
framed and expressed in such Manner and Form as may be necessary 
for carrying the Provisions of this Act into effect.
